H. Stewart, Jr., in New York Times. 


The1; average person has such an un- 


reaspiiing fear of gasoline that he 
loses ;his head completely^ The first 
few (ires will leave one completely 
unnerved for a t'ime, but after a little 
experience In 'fighting them panic dis- 
appears and self-control Is gained. 
This does, not mean that one should 
delay or move any more slowly, but 
should know what to do quickly. 


Small Extinguisher Is Best. 


The novice stands aghast as the 


first burst of flames cotne. from the 
carburetor. 
The experienced man

extinguisher 


should be carried on every car. The 
large chemical devices are too bulky 
and cannot be laid In any position, 
whereas the ordinary Instrument may 
be storejfl away in a small space.

[ When gasoline' takW'flrePit Is a se- 
rious 'matter, but the most dangerous 
nce'essbry to a ifire 1^ the one you least 
expect, namely, panic, -writes William 
H. Stewart, Jr., in New York Times. 


The1; average person has such an un- 


reaspiiing fear of gasoline that he 
loses ;his head completely^ The first 
few (ires will leave one completely 
unnerved for a t'ime, but after a little 
experience In 'fighting them panic dis- 
appears and self-control Is gained. 
This does, not mean that one should 
delay or move any more slowly, but 
should know what to do quickly. 


Small Extinguisher Is Best. 


The novice stands aghast as the 


first burst of flames cotne. from the 
carburetor. 
The experienced man 


jumps for the nearest preventive. At 
least one 
small 
fire 
extinguisher 


should be carried on every car. The 
large chemical devices are too bulky 
and cannot be laid In any position, 
whereas the ordinary Instrument may 
be storejfl away in a small space.
